Photographic Show, sponsored by the 
Photographic Manufacturers and Dis- 
tributors Association, Inc., was just 
a hop, skip,’ and jump across the 
street—from MODERN’s editorial offices 
to New York’s gleaming and somewhat 
impressive Coliseum.

rafters, and generally brought the 
house down for the photographers. 

One exhibit in which MODERN’S edi- 
tors took special pride dealt with the 
Discoveries unveiled each month on 
these pages. Several other photo ex- 
hibits were presented by various 
groups, including New York’s Police 
Athletic League. 


WHITHER COLOR PHOTOGRAPHY? « « 


We recently joined a crowd in the 
auditorium of the Museum of Modern 
Art, in New York, to hear a talk on 
experimental color photography by 
Edward Steichen, the Museum’s Direc- 
tor of Photography. 

Right off, Mr. Steichen set the range 
of his discussion and of the kind of pic- 
tures he would show: 

No tricky stuff, no pictures de- 
pendent on gadgetry or gimmicks for 
their success, no lucky single shots. 
This was to be a show solely of the 
experimentalism of the mind and eye, 
not of the picture-taking mechanism 
and materials. 

We saw about 200 slides, by more 
than a dozen photographers, and after 
some more remarks by Mr. Steichen, 
the audience left—the majority ap- 
peared to be in a state of pleasurable 
shock. 

Not so this viewer, if we may be 
permitted a minority opinion. First, 
what about Mr. Steichen’s strictures 
against experimental color which de- 
pends for its execution upon technical 
manipulations—call them tricks if you 
will? By manipulations we mean such 
things as multiple exposures, or the 
superimposition of two or more slides 
in one binder; the use of colored filters, 
textured glass, or other objects before 
the lens; distortions of color by light 
or chemical means; the destruction of 
detail by over-enlargement; the crea- 
tion of non-objective color patterns by 
deliberate non-focus, or the use of no 
lens; and many other techniques. 

Granted that in and of themselves 
these “tricks” are only tricks, and 
show nothing creative. But what if a 
photographer has a mental image of 
something which cannot be set on film 
without the aid of some gadget or odd 
techniques? Who sets the rules that 
permit you to fracture “normal’’ per- 
spective by imaginative use of lenses, 
yet censure the use of other equally 
photographic means to create new and 
exciting effects ? 

Certainly, Mr. Steichen must be 
aware that the history of the arts is 
bursting with stories of people who 
had to invent or take advantage of 
new paints, new ways of applying 
them, new surfaces on which to put 
them, new sculptural media, in order 
to express themselves fully. These 
were “tricks” in their time and some 
of them may be no more today. We 
are at liberty not to like them, but

ARTIFICIAL LIGHT PHOTOGRAPHY, by 
Ansel Adams. 116 pages, hard cover, 
many photos, drawings and tables. Mor- 
gan & Morgan, Inc., N. Y. $3.75 


With this, the fifth in the Basic 
Photo series, the amazing Mr. Adams 
has moved his camera, tripod, and 
Zone System of exposure control in- 
doors. Here he has undertaken the 
task of reducing to impotence the 
vagaries of illumination by means of 
photofloods, flash lamps (he has finally 
got over calling them flash globes), 
electronic flash, and otherlight sources. 
Need we add that in the face of his 
technical virtuosity all such problems 
quail, lie down, and surrender uncon- 
ditionally. 

Some idea of the book may be had 
from these chapter headings: 

Description of Terms (some of these 
you'll not find elsewhere); Qualities 
of Artificial Light (including a very 
brief recap of the Zone System); An 
Approach to Lighting; Evaluation of 
Equipment; Applications of Artificial 
Light (this is the real how-to-do part) ; 
Portraiture (not the strongest section 
of the book) ; Copying Technique With 
Artificial Light (everything from Rem- 
brandts to bills of sale, and this alone 
is worth the price of admission). 

This is no book for snapshooters of 
the available darkness school. How- 
ever, any photographer who wants to 
study, try, and practice some of these 
techniques will find Mr. Adams a fine 
helper. He has codified in one spot an 
entire system for grappling success- 
fully with the stubborn laws of arti- 
ficial light. It’s not easy reading; it’s 
our opinion that better editing and 
organization could improve this work. 
But this a good book and one which 
should be in the library of every serious 
photographer.—J. w.

reader. This is no primer which takes 
the snapshooter by the hand and leads 
him through his picture-taking A-B- 
C’s. Rather it presupposes a certain 
fundamental knowledge of camera 
equipment and how it works. 

A session in the darkroom by-passes 
the why of developing and enlarging, 
but sketches in the how in such a man- 
ner as to both instruct and pique the 
curiosity of the uninitiated. Included 
are such special techniques as the use 
of a reducing agent to bring out detail 
in an over-developed negative. 

Plenty of practical information is 
unobtrusively woven into the story of 
a young high school graduate with an 
ambition to be a wildlife photographer. 
Jase Mason, with his cameras and his 
dog Buckles, spends a summer in the 
wilderness to find out whether or not 
he has what it takes—and runs into 
a bit more adventure than he had an- 
ticipated in a renegade, man-killing 
bear and a gun-happy poacher. 

The author is thoroughly familiar 
with the ways of forest and mountain 
creatures, and evinces an equal famili- 
arity with the ways of a camera.—M. T. 


CANON PHOTOGRAPHY, by Jacob 
Deschin. 192 pages, over 220 illustra- 
tions and data tables. Hard cover. 
Camera Craft Publishing Co., San Fran- 
cisco. $5.95 


The outstanding feature of this book 
is the collection of beautiful photo- 
graphs, well reproduced, which Mr. 
Deschin has chosen to illustrate the 
various uses of the Canon 35mm cam- 
eras. If for no other reason, all Canon 
camera owners ought to have the book. 

There are 14 chapters. Some are 
quite comprehensive “catalogs” of the 
Canon line of cameras, lenses, and 
specialized photographic instruments. 
Others cover the operation and han- 
dling of the cameras. 

In general the text is up to Mr. 
Deschin’s usual high standards of 
clarity, style, and enthusiasm. How- 
ever, in some of the technical sections 
we got a distinct impression that the 
author was writing about equipment 
of which he did not have first-hand 
knowledge.—J. w.

Here’s the simplest way to get 
copies or enlargements of your 
favorite Polaroid prints. 


Letter from an 
annoyed reader 
(fortunately we 
don’t have many) 
starts out some- 
thing like this: 
“Instead of call- 
ing that the pic- 
ture in a minute 
camera, you 
should call it the 
copies in a month 
camera.” And 
then he goes on to relate how long it 
took for Polaroid Corp. to send him 
back some copies of prints which he 
had made. 

It seems that he took the original 
prints into the camera store where he 
buys his film (it’s a big store in New 
York) and gave the clerk the prints 
to be copied. Then he waited, and 
waited, and waited, and waited. And 
I guess he simmered a bit, too. 


How to get copies quickly 


It’s nice that this reader is a loyal 
customer of that store and we cer- 
tainly don’t want to take business 
away from anyone. But, that is not 
the fastest way to get copies of your 
Polaroid Land prints. 

On the instruction sheet packed with 
each roll of film (that’s the important 
piece of paper which hardly anyone 
ever reads) there’s a printed COPY 
SERVICE ORDER BLANK. On the 
two sides of this bit of paper (be sure 
to fill in the blanks on both sides) is 
all the information you need to get the 
best copies in the shortest time. 





Just fill out the form, make out a 
money order or check, pack with your 
prints, and mail. Incidentally, prints 
should always be mailed between 
pieces of cardboard. You can fold up 
the film box (as shown in the draw- 
ings on the outside of the box) and 
slip the prints into the folded box. This 
will fit nicely into one of those extra 
Christmas card envelopes. From there 
on, the minions of the U. S. Mail take 
over, and you know that practically 
nothing ever stops them. 

In the past, Polaroid Corp. returned 
Copy Service orders by third class 
mail, and sometimes this caused de- 
lays. Now, however, all orders are 
automatically returned by first class 
mail, except where enlargements are 
included; the latter go by “fourth class 
mail, special handling” which is sup- 
posed to be about as fast as first class. 
This change in service is so recent that 
Copy Service Order Blanks included 
in film packages still carry the old 
information. 

If you live far enough away from 
Cambridge, Mass., to make air mail 
service worthwhile, you can have your 
order returned by air by including 25 
cents for “special handling.” This air 
mail service applies whether the order 
includes copies only or copies and en- 
largements. 

Remember this—every blemish, fin- 
gerprint, and smudge on the original 
will be in the copy too. So, before send- 
ing prints in for copying examine them. 
If they show signs of much handling, 
recoat them generously. The coating 
liquid wipes out fingerprints and 
smudges in the old coating. (If you’d 
like a few extra coaters, just write to 
me c/o MODERN PHOTOGRAPHY, 33

Are the copies good? 


In the past couple of years I’ve had 
well over 1,000 copies made, for vari- 
ous reasons. They’re surprisingly good. 
When your print comes in, it’s first 
copied automatically on a special film 
to produce a negative somewhat 
smaller than the large size Polaroid 
print and a bit bigger than a print 
from the Model 80 Highlander. These 
are about the best copy negatives I’ve 
ever seen. That is, the process gets all 
the tones in, from shadows to high- 
lights, in very faithful reproduction of 
the original. I recommend that you get 
one for each print copied. Each nega- 
tive costs only 15 cents. 

Then the copy negatives go into an 
automatic printing machine. The neg- 
atives are enlarged slightly to produce 
a copy print. (For “same size” copies 
of Model 80 Highlander prints, the 
negative images are reduced in size 
slightly.) The entire process utilizes 
conventional photographic materials 
and equipment especially suited to the 
purpose. 

In the photo on page 26 you can see 
how closely the copy approximates the 
original in tones. This is most notice- 
able where the original has a wide 
range, from light to dark, with plenty 
of middle grays. 

Frequently, I’ve found the copy to 
be better than my original. This is 
usually the case where the original is 
fairly low in contrast (for example, in 
some bounce flash pictures where the 
subject is more than 6 ft. from the 
camera). In these instances, the copies 
usually appear to be more contrasty, 
with better shadows and snappier 
highlights. I don’t know if this is done 
deliberately or is just the nature of 
the process. 

You'll notice a difference in the over- 
all “color” of originals and copies. 
Originals have a slightly “warm” tone; 
copies are on the blue-black side, which 
in itself tends to make them seem 
slightly more “snappy.” 











How to use the negative 


Polaroid originals are perishable— 
that is, they can get torn, lost, or other- 
wise damaged to the point where they 
are hopeless. If you have a copy nega- 
tive of each of your more precious orig- 
inals you can take that negative around 
to your camera store and have a pho- 
tofinisher make conventional prints or 
enlargements from it. Or, if you hap- 
pen to have a darkroom, you can make 
your own enlargements. Don’t send the 
copy negative back to Polaroid Corp. 
for more prints to be made from it. 
That copy service works only from 
originals. 

The copy negatives are also nice to 
have for photo Christmas cards. Here, 
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again, your local camera store is the 
place to go to look at designs and get 
cards made up. 

My experience has been that the 
copies are usually consistently good. 
However, once in a while some not so 
good ones sneak out. For example, 
they may be so much darker or lighter 
than the originals that the quality is 
poor; or, the copy may be noticeably 
unsharp, even though the original is 
quite sharply focused. If you get such, 
don’t just accept them and sulk. Write 
right back to Customer Service, Polar- 
oid Corp., Cambridge 39, Mass., ex- 
plaining what you think is the matter 
with the copies. If they are not quite 
up to snuff, the people at Polaroid Corp. 
will be glad to hear from you and will 
try to send back better copies.

modern 
COLOR 


by ROBERT CRANDALL 


A little ingenuity and a lot of fun 
go into salvaging those “im- 
possible” color slides. 


Only a few pic- 
tures out of each 
roll of color film 
we expose are 
considered good 
enough to show. 
We usually dis- 
card the majority 
because they are 
poorly exposed, 
off-color, or sim- 
ply demonstrate 

an unpleasant choice of subject or 
composition. Unfortunately, many fail- 
ures cannot be corrected; but it is also 
true that many “basket” cases are too 
quickly disposed of with too little 
thought of their possible salvage value. 
While not all objectionable transpar- 
encies can be saved or rejuvenated, one 
success out of five attempts will, I am 
sure, vindicate the effort expended. 

While we are speaking of salvaging 
our pictures, let’s take the simplest 
task first. Namely, composition. One 
of my favorite clients asked me one 
day to sit in on a showing of his color 
slides. This particular photographer, 
by the way, is well known for his travel 
and architectural scenes. I was greatly 
surprised to see frame after frame on 
his screen that had been radically 
cropped by placing an individual mask 
directly within the glass slide mount. 
Some were masked to a long hori- 
zontal, some square, some round; but 
the mask, in each case, enhanced the 
subject by superbly centering the point 
of interest. This created an individual 
masterpiece which was sufficient unto 
itself, and not dependent on what came 
before or after it, as is so often the 
case when showing color slides. 

Of course, this man’s color photog- 
raphy was excellent in itself. In the 
last few years, though, I have found 
that by using this same technique I 
could not only make my normal slides 
more interesting, but—-when my sub- 
ject slithered off to one side of the 
frame, or when the background domi- 
nated my subject—by extreme crop- 
ping and recentering of the trans- 
parency, I could save the picture and 
could be proud of the result. 


Don’t be afraid to go “hog-wild” 

Of course, some _ subjects lend 
themselves only to the framing of a 
conventional mask in ordinary rec- 
tangular shape. Perhaps this is a 
good thing, because interspersing 
these normal slides among your spe-

your collection for fear of repetition, 
try composing them all into a single 
frame. It is really quite easy to do this, 
and is very effective. Cut thin (1/16”) 
strips of black masking tape, and lay 
them on the cover glass to create the 
divisions between the pictures. Then, 
holding the glass up to the light, 
center each picture into its own framed 
area and check it out for desired crop- 
ping. Excess areas of the picture, 
which you do not wish to show, can 
be cut off. If more space is needed for 
one picture and less for another, then 
re-position the black masking tape 
before cutting the color film. It is a 
good idea to mark cutting guides on 
your film with pins, as there is very 
little tolerance to 1/16 of an inch, and 
a mistake in cutting could show. 
Perhaps it might be fun to experi- 
ment with a change of season. The 
club swimming pool covered with 
snow on one side of the frame and 
crowded with swimmers in mid-sum- 
mer on the other side. The fascination 
of comparison is the lure in these 
suggestions; and the average viewer, 
I have found, just loves to compare 
subjects or discover facts for himself. 


Experiment with color filters 


The idea of masking, of course, is 
not to crop simply for the sake of 
cropping, but to set a mood that helps 
tell a story. Therein lies another idea. 
Why not let a color cast also help to 
create a mood or tell a story? 

Ansco sells colored gelatin filters, 
under the name of color printing 
filters, in reasonably-priced six-inch 
squares. They are available in cyan, 
magenta, and yellow hues which, when 
mixed, will produce green, blue, and 
red. With these filters it is possible to 
shift the color of your slides to en- 
hance the particular mood of your 
subject. A color compensating .30 yel- 
low filter over a green landscape might 
increase the sunny effect; or a .30 
yellow plus a .30 magenta can easily 
add additional brilliance to the sunset 
that somehow seemed so much 
brighter when you exposed it. 

On occasion, I have added color to 
only a portion of my subject by care- 
fully cutting the filter to fit the fore- 
ground, making sure that the edge of 
the filter rests exactly on the separa- 
tion between foreground and sky, so 
that the edge will not show. 

It is impossible to cover the multi- 
tude of effects that can be achieved 
by masking and by using color filters. 

If this column does nothing more 
than spark your imagination and start 
your ingenuity working, I will be more 
than satisfied. Many happy hours can 
be. had, after the shooting is over, 
merely by experimenting with the un- 
usual.—THE END

The fastest 
black-and-white 
roll film I have 
ever used is East- 
man Kodak’s new 
Royal X Pan, 
which may be 
available soon in 
35mm_ cartridges 
and 120 rolls. 

For maximum 
speed and quality 
the manufacturer 

recommends development for 11 min- 
utes in DK-50 at 68°F. Using this 
method of processing, my tests indi- 
cated that the best exposures resulted 
from exposure indexes of 2000 for 120 
film and 4000 for 35mm. Enlargement 
to ten diameters produces prints of 
acceptable quality, although grain is 
quite noticeable. 

Kodak does not suggest development 
of this film in Microdol or D-76, which 
are normally considered fine-grain de- 
velopers. Nor are developers of high 
alkalinity, such as D-23, recommended 
for use with Royal X Pan. An acid 
rinse after development is recom- 
mended in order to limit development 
to optimum time. Also advised is a 
longer period of fixation, due to the 
extra thickness of the emulsion. 

The significance of this film speed is 
apparent when Royal X Pan is ex- 
posed outdoors in bright sunlight on 
an average day. The exposure is 1/1000 
sec. at f/22 with a 120 camera, or 
1/1000 sec. at f/32 with a 35mm cam- 
era. Thus, both depth of field and abil- 
ity to stop action are at a maximum. 
For control of focus and shutter speeds, 
slower film or the use of neutral den- 
sity filters is advisable. 

Indoors, exposure may be 1/50 sec. 
at f/4 with tungsten light in the aver- 
age home or office. The photographer 
with an f/3.5 lens, using this new fast 
film, can now expose as though he were 
using an older film, such as Tri-X, and 
an f/1.5 lens. 

Royal X Pan is a film for low light 
levels, where getting the picture and 
stopping the action without auxiliary 
light are of primary importance. It

provides another means for creative 
exploration in photography. 


Viewing color prints and slides 


When it perceives color, the human 
eye is not an analytical instrument. 
Viewing a color transparency or print, 
the eye is unable to distinguish the 
spectral components that are present, 
but sees only their integrated effect. In 
this respect, the eye is not as sensitive 
as the ear which, after suitable train- 
ing, may be able to distinguish the 
individual instruments in a symphony 
orchestra. 

The visual judgment of color de- 
pends to a large extent on two factors: 
the surrounding area or environment, 
and the type of illumination. 

You can perform some simple ex- 
periments to illustrate these facts. 
Place a green disk on a square of blue 
paper, and then place the same green 
disk on a square of yellow paper. The 
green will appear to be two entirely 
different shades. Or look at a color 
print placed on a large sheet of black 
paper. Then view it on a large sheet 
of white paper. It will appear much 
darker against the white background. 
Further, view the print illuminated by 
a bright light, and then look at it with 
reduced illumination. It will also look 
darker. 

One of the reasons why projected 
color slides usually look so effective is 
that we ordinarily view them in a dark- 
ened room and the surrounding area 
does not affect our perception of color. 

This is not true of prints, however, 
and the photographer will find that 
color values appear to vary, depend- 
ing on whether the photograph is seen 
in sunlight, north window light, or 
tungsten light. 

Obviously, some standards for il- 
lumination are necessary. I have found 
that for viewing transparencies, the 
Kodak Color Transparency Ilumina- 
tor, which has a color temperature of 
4000° Kelvin, is satisfactory when used 
in a darkened room. For prints, 
mounted on a black background, I 
recommend the General Electric Pho- 
tocolor, or Sylvania Super De Luxe 
Cool White fluorescent tubes, placed so 
that there are 100-foot candles of light 
falling on the print. 


Equipment for panoramic effects 


The US Army Signal Corps has dem- 
onstrated an attachment for their 
70mm combat camera which makes 
possible the coverage of an angular 
field of 210°. This device is actually 
a spring motor operated panoramic 
tripod head which rotates the camera 
and makes seven exposures in ten sec- 
onds. The negatives are then matched 
to create a continuous panoramic strip 
photograph. 

For photographers who wish to cover 
spread-out affairs or wide areas, a va- 
riety of equipment exists, both old and 
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new. One of the oldest, the No. 6 Cirkut 
camera, was still in use at a banquet I 
attended recently. This camera was 
revolved on its tripod by a governor- 
controlled motor which also wound the 
film as it was exposed. Another old 
panoramic camera used a lens which 
rotated while attached to a flexible 
bellows. 

The optical principle on which these 
cameras function is known as the 
Moessard Tourniquet and states that 
if a lens is rotated on its nodal point, 
about an axis perpendicular to its op- 
tical axis, the image size of distant ob- 
jects will remain constant. 

Much of the recent interest in pan- 
oramic effects in still photography may 
be attributed to new developments in 
the motion picture industry, with its 
varied wide screen systems—Cinema- 
scope, Cinerama, Todd-AO, and Vista- 
vision. Anamorphic lens attachments 
for still cameras are now available. 
They first squeeze the image onto the 
film and then, when the same attach- 
ment is placed over the projector or 
enlarger lens, restore the image to 
normal. In this way, as much as 100° 
may be covered. 

A modern panoramic camera, the 
Panon, covers 140°, uses 120 film and 
produces six exposures on a roll. It 
has a 40mm, f/2.8 lens which swings 
around a 140° arc. The film is also 
positioned in an arc, so that the focus 
remains constant as the exposure is 
made through a moving slit. The effec- 
tive shutter speed is determined by the 
movement of lens and slit past the film. 
One of the big advantages of the Panon 
is that it may be hand held either 
horizontally or vertically. 

The Zoomar Company has both 
35mm and 70mm panoramic cameras 
which cover 360°. This is achieved by 
rotating a lens around a complete 
circle and focusing its image on a strip 
of 35mm or 70mm film. The apparatus 
must be used on a tripod. 

One of the simplest methods for 
making panoramic pictures is avail- 
able to the Rolleiflex owner. With the 
Rollei Panorama tripod head, as many 
as ten exposures may be made in suc- 
cession to cover a complete 360° when 
assembled in one continuous strip. 

Latest addition to the group of wide- 
angle panoramic cameras is the Nikon 
Fish Eye. This unusual camera covers 
180° with a 16.3mm, f/8 lens. The 
negative is in the form of a circle two 
inches in diameter, and 12 exposures 
may be made on a roll of 120 film. The 
Fish Eye was originally designed for 
meteorological use and is reminiscent 
of the famous Hill cloud camera. 

Panoramic pictures are effective be- 
cause at a given instant both an event 
and its environment may be recorded. 
This quality of revelation is one of 
photography’s greatest values.

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What’s 
Ahead?

Fundamentally new-type photo- 
graphic color processes are not 
easy to come by. Perhaps the color 
process for the Polaroid Land 
camera will meet the challenge 
when perfected. 


For several 
years it has been 
rumored that the 
Polaroid Corpora- 
tion had a color 
process in the off- 
ing to extend the 
versatility of its 
already well-es- 
tablished one- 
minute camera 
process for black- 
and-white pic- 
tures. Officially, Polaroid has been 
denying that the rumors floating 
around had any basis in fact, but it 
naturally has been almost compelled 
to admit right along that color is not 
being overlooked in its long-range re- 
search plans. Anyone who follows the 
patent literature knows that some or- 
der of activity in the color field must 
be going on in the Polaroid research 
laboratories in Cambridge, Mass. A 
company just doesn’t take out patents 
for the fun of it. Patents deal with 
inventions, and several inventions dis- 
closed by a company in a particular 
field indicate serious activity. 


Polaroid mentions color officially 


To my knowledge, the first official 
reference that Polaroid has made 
to a new color process for Polaroid 
Land cameras (or maybe for a var- 
iation of its present cameras) is 
contained in the annual report of the 
corporation for 1956, only recently 
publisned. Under, the section headed 
“Product Development” the following 
statement appears: “By now a major 
portion of our research is directed 
toward the field of color. We are 
pleased with the progress we are mak- 
ing.” As you would expect, nothing is 
said about the nature of the process. 
But if you are curious you might think 
of various possibilities—which is not 
a simple matter, even in itself—and 
then make a guess as to what the sys- 
tem will likely embody. 

The chance that what you dream 
up will resemble the process which 
Polaroid will eventually announce is 
quite remote. But knowing how fussy 
Dr. Edwin Land is about technical and 
aesthetic perfection in designing new 
methods of photography, I am inclined

to believe that behind the published 
statement, “We are pleased with the 
progress we are making,” does rest a 
workable, and possibly entirely new, 
system of color photography. And to 
me this statement implies that Polaroid 
is fairly far advanced in developing its 
color process. Dr. Land is not too read- 
ily pleased in such matters, and cer- 
tainly he must have approved this 
statement for publication. 


What are some possibilities? 


Going back for a moment into the 
history of the Polaroid Land camera 
and the method for producing pictures 
in 60 seconds, we can all recall that the 
first material introduced gave a sepia- 
colored print. When the sepia color of 
the print failed to incite customer en- 
thusiasm, which (I believe) was con- 
trary to the conclusions of a market 
survey that led Polaroid originally to 
adopt a sepia print, the material was 
altered to yield a black image. In any 
case, the primary goal of Polaroid’s 
research efforts was to design a print 
producing process. It was not until 
early 1957 that a black-and-white 
transparency material was introduced 
for projection purposes, although the 
practicability of such a material had 
been demonstrated by Land much 
earlier. Therefore, as a first guess I 
would say that whatever color process 
Polaroid finally introduces, it will be 
for color prints. 

Now, concerning the question as to 
the type of color reproduction pro- 
cedure that might be used, we can 
first ask ourselves, “Will it be an 
additive or subtractive type?” This 
question has become so habitual in 
photographic color circles when dis- 
cussions of new color processes arise 
that any other possibilities are dis- 
regarded. And in the event a new 
process is intended for color prints, 
the idea of applying the additive prin- 
ciple is almost invariably put aside 
because of its known shortcomings for 
color print purposes. Thus, we are left 
with the subtractive principle for fur- 
ther guesses about the Polaroid color 
process, unless we make the bold as- 
sumption that a different principle al- 
together has been found. 

But let us consider the possibility 
that the process will be carried out in 
one step, following subtractive color 
reproduction principles. The negative 
material exposed in the camera, pre- 
suming it was a single layer panchro- 
matic type, could be made to function 
as a blue, green, and red light sepa- 
ration mechanism by having three 
emulsions blended together. Some of 
the silver halide grains could be re- 
stricted in spectral sensitivity to blue 
light, whereas other grains could be 
separately sensitized for green and 
for red light respectively. The green 
and red light sensitive silver halide 
grains could be yellow dyed before 
blending with the blue sensitive com- 
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ponent of the final emulsion to prevent 
these grains from being exposed by 
blue light. Upon exposure to a subject 
the effective exposure at any point in 
the negative emulsion would depend 
upon the spectral composition of the 
light reflected from the various subject 
colors. But this in itself would not lead 
to a distinct three color separation, 
because exposure to a yellow subject 
color, for example, would cause both 
the green and red sensitive silver ha- 
lide grains to become developable; 
thus, the silver formed in the area of 
the emulsion corresponding to the yel- 
low subject could not be distinguished 
as coming from the green sensitive 
grains or the red sensitive grains. How- 
ever, it would be conceivable to have 
different developing rates for the blue, 
green, and red sensitive grains to es- 
tablish a three-phase, rate-dependent 
system. 

As is well known, in the diffusion 
transfer reversal process utilized in 
the Polaroid Land camera system, the 
developer contains a silver halide sol- 
vent that forms a soluble complex 
with the wnexposed portions of the 
emulsion, forming a potential positive 
image in terms of a concentration 
gradient. The silver halide complex 
diffuses over to a receiving surface 
containing finely dispersed nuclei 
which cause the silver ions of the 
complex to precipitate. The relative 
“blackness” of the image formed at 
any point on the receiving sheet at any 
time is, therefore, dependent upon the 
relative concentration of silver halide 
dissolved by the solvent. During the 
cyclic operations of dissolution and 
precipitation of silver, the order of 
the relative densities built up on the 
receiving sheet remains the same so 
that an acceptable positive print is 
formed once enough silver has been 
deposited to produce adequate blacks 
for good tone reproduction of the orig- 
inal scene. 


Rate-dependent action 


In a color print process some sort 
of a complicated rate-dependent de- 
veloping action could be devised so 
that the blue, green, and red sensitive 
grains would form their respective 
negative images in sequence, and then 
the by-products of the negative devel- 
opment possibly could be used to con- 
trol the rate at which the unexposed 
silver halide grains are dissolved. If, 
for instance, the development by-prod- 
ucts accelerated the solvency action, 
then the final positive images on the 
receiving sheet would be formed suc- 
cessively in the same order as the blue, 
green, and red sensitive grains devel- 
oped. It is stated in the literature, for 
example, that the silver halide sol- 
vency action of potassium thiocyanate 
is catalyzed by the presence of newly- 
formed silver metal. In a development 
reaction we can regard the negative 
image silver as a by-product of the re- 
action, although normally we think of 
the silver as being the end product.

Only the developer oxidation prod- 
ucts, etc., are considered by-products, 
whereas in some instances, e.g., in color 
coupling development, the oxidation 
product of the developing agent rep- 
resents the useful end of the reaction 
and the silver image actually is the 
by-product. 

Up to this point we have the un- 
exposed silver halides in various sec- 
tions of the negative emulsion dissolv- 
ing at different times according to the 
time intervals during which the blue, 
green, and red sensitive silver halide 
grains develop. When these dissolved 
silver halides diffuse over to the posi- 
tive receiving sheet to precipitate 
their silver, the reaction would have 
to cause a yellow dye, a magenta dye, 
and a cyan dye to form successively, 
assuming that the blue, green, and red 
sensitive grains developed in this order. 
At the same time, the positive forming 
receiving sheet would have to lose its 
propensity to produce, say, a yellow 
dye, once the development of the blue 
sensitive grains of the negative emul- 
sion was completed, etc. 

Such chemical reactions as proposed 
above would be indeed difficult to work 
out, but not entirely impossible. How- 
ever, it would not be necessary for 
dyes to form in the final reaction. The 
precipitating nuclei of the receiving 
sheet could be made to produce silver 
particles of the right dispersity to 
cause them to appear yellow, or a yel- 
low silver compound could be formed 
during the development of the blue 
sensitive silver halide negative grains. 
Then, during the development of the 
green sensitive grains, a portion of the 
remaining nuclei with less reaction- 
promoting capacity than those utilized 
for the yellow image could form a sil- 
ver deposit or silver compound of ma- 
genta color. And finally, during the 
development of the red_ sensitive 
grains, the relatively inactive nuclei 
left over could form a cyan-appearing 
silver deposit or silver compound. In 
other words, the precipitating nuclei 
on the color positive forming sheet 
would have to be present in terms of 
three degrees of reaction-promoting 
capacity. The nuclei of the highest de- 
gree of reactivity would be selectively 
utilized by the dissolved silver halides 
derived from the emulsion areas where 
the blue sensitive grains of the nega- 
tive developed, etc. The selectivity 
would come from the fact that the 
most reactive nuclei would function 
ahead of the lesser reactive nuclei. 

If space permitted I could keep on 
dreaming, but I doubt it’s worth it. 
Maybe it is just as well if we patiently 
wait until Polaroid is ready to an- 
nounce its color process.—THE END

Everything was spinning at the National Guard Armory, Washington, 
D. C. Ipex, the first International Photographic Exposition to be held in 
this country (and the second to be held ever), attracted an estimated 
100,000 spectators between its opening date, March 22, and closing, March 
31. Roaming over a total of 30 acres, the public craned its collective neck 
at the displays put on by more than 200 exhibitors from here and abroad. 
Flashbulbs fired, movie cameras purred at the artful showmanship. There 
was a range of things to see, from the brick-paved Garden of Color to 
pictorial exhibits, and shining equipment that was lined up everywhere 
like bakery confections. While spectators’ heads rotated in wonder, every- 
thing else rotated with persistence: cameras and lenses turned on pedestals; 
a monster-size plaster hand, holding a flash reflector aloft, spun on its 
pedestal; suspended in air, and as big as a steam ship trunk, a twin-lens 
reflex twirled slowly at the end of a wire; a huge wire globe turned on 
its axis as surely and slowly and sedately as the earth. Only an enlarger 
that moved slowly up and down without throwing the image out of focus 
for the full span of the show, didn’t rotate. And in and out of the center 
garden, with its superstructure of floating pictures and colored panels, 
footweary spectators paused to listen to the splash of the fountain, and 
to smell the hyacinths. It was an oasis of a different sort, in the midst of 
the Armory’s photographic splendor.

BIG NEWS! NEW COLOR FILMS, NEW PAPERS 


Great new films and papers were 
the outstanding products at IPEX: 
Super Anscochrome (page 68); II- 
ford and Kodak variable contrast 
papers (page 78); Ektachrome in 
127 size for super slides (page 64) ; 
Kodak Royal-X Pan ultra high speed 
film (page 35)—all drew the close 
attention of photographers. But there 
were even more significant events. 

To us, the primary one was the 
coming of 35mm color negative film. 
Kodak announced availability, in 100 
ft. rolls, of Kodak Ektacolor Film 
SO 1185. A New York color processor 
is already marketing it in 36 exposure 
cartridges and supplying processing 


services. And that’s not all we found! 

Agfa, the greatest name in Euro- 
pean films, is coming back into the 
American market with a major effort. 
First products to arrive (perhaps this 
summer) will be 35mm Agfacolor 
Negative Film CN 17 and Agfacolor 
CU 18, a fast transparency type color 
film. 

Why all the excitement about 
35mm color negative? Well, a single 
film can be used with any light source 
(colors are balanced in printing) and 
from it can be made color slides, 
either same size or enlarged, Type C 
color prints, or regular black-and- 
white enlargements.

unit for Model 140. 

Departure from D-cells is the 44% 
volt Eveready 736 battery (about $1) 
in the Hico-Lite Model 371; said to 
give 200-250 flashes. 

The Brockway Norwood Director 
S meter closely resembles the former 
model, but is made in Japan instead 
of the U. S. and has improved scales, 
including LVS, Polaroid numbers. 

The Walz color meter gives direct 
readings of light in degrees Kelvin 
and indicates which, if any, filters 
are necessary to correct color balance 
when using color film. 

Among the new 35mm slide pro- 
jectors were the Leitz Prado SM 300 
with lenses of four different focal 
lengths.

WIDE-ANGLE LENS: GREATEST AID 


Almost standard equipment for the photographer 
who works a beat for magazines such as Life or 
Look, the wide-angle lens has proved one of the 
most useful accessories for getting pictures with: 
impact. In tight, often dimly lighted places, many 
a magazine photographer will combine 35mm cam- 
era with fast film and fast lenses, as Leonard Mc- 
Combe (Time, Inc.) did to make his picture, “Kim 
Novak Enters Dining Car,” left. Here, wide-angle 
lens permitted McCombe to tell the whole story of 
Novak and admirers. Because of great depth of field 
afforded by the lens, foreground Novak is rec- 
ognizable, while distant background faces are 
sharp. Forcefulness comes from the form of the 
picture and is made by imaginative use of equip- 
ment. The newspaper assignment, usually requires 
flash and, for newsprint reproduction, at least 4 x 5 
negatives. Ira Rosenberg’s powerful portrait of 
acid-blinded Victor Riesel (above) for the New 
York Herald Tribune, is certainly a stopper. But 
it would have been even more forceful if the 
clenched fists loomed larger in the foreground— 
which could result from a wide-angle lens. Both 
pictures were winners in the annual contest spon- 
sored by the Nation Press Photographers Assn., 
and Encyclopaedia Britannica. For some other 
winners, turn page.

FRAME, ANGLE, LIGHT MAKE THREE NEWS SHOTS 


The approach of the magazine photographer, the attempt to make a “differ- 
ent” picture from a common event (Grey Villet’s “Kefauver Handshake,” 
for Time, Inc. at right) has proved contagious. Newspaper photographers 
making their rounds have showed a decided turn toward interpretation of 
event rather than the straight, recording shot. Sent out to cover a snow 
storm, Bill Peery, of the Denver Rocky Mountain News, made a departure 
from the usual newspaper storm shot when he framed the snowy outdoors 
in the rear window of an automobile, top, page 54. Richard Stacks’ “Sky 
Diver,” bottom, page 54, for the Baltimore Sun, shows selective choice of 
angle which gives impact to picture. Stacks could have made other inter- 
pretations, but here, sprawled out on space, parachutist makes incongruous 
sight against the quilt-like earth below. In sports, the quality of flash-on-the- 
camera pictures—for magazines as well as papers—has been frequently non- 
outstanding. Yet there is some unusual sports reportage as the New York 
Daily News picture, “Leaves Bar Without a Drop,” by Charles Hoff, indi- 
cates. Sidelighted, the jumper’s muscle structure appears in sharp highlight 
and shadow which gives tension to the picture as he hangs in air. 

Designed to encourage photo-journalism, the annual competition considers 
the contribution of the photographer himself as much as the news value of 
the picture. When properly combined, these elements make forceful pictures.

Creative Enlarging Part 3: 


HOW & WHY 
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What price originality. Where does truth depart and prevarication 
begin? What is a white lie and what deceit? These problems face the 
writer as he decides on fiction or non-fiction, also the painter who 
conjures the scene remembered from summers before or invented. What 
of the photographer? What must be real before his camera; how much 


invented ? 

Here is Harold Feinstein. It is his problem. He has three negatives. 
Apart they mean nothing. If they could somehow be incorporated into 
one unit they would have life, a meaning. He perfects a multiple print- 
ing technique which produces the picture below. Is it a lie, a deceit, is 
it fictional photography? Is it allowable? 

This is not the place of final judgment. But Feinstein has not tried 
to serve us documentary photojournalism. He only concocts an interest- 
ing, creative work of photography. Has he succeeded? Examine the end 
result. Forget the means. Conscience? Let the photographic end result 
speak for itself. We do not twist facts. We work with it, lend a helping 
hand. How? Let’s follow Feinstein and find out.—n.x. 








CREATIVE ENLARGING (cont.) 


FIRST SELECT NEGATIVES, FIT 
THEM TOGETHER, MAKE TRACING 


What negatives are best to use for multiple printing? 
Preferably, the pictures should have some variation in 
background texture—such as water or a cloudy sky— 
so that the places where the pictures will be joined on 
the final print will not be too noticeable. The photo- 
graphs should have been made at about the same time 
of day, from the same angle, at about the same camera- 
to-subject distance. Negative density and contrast 
should be about the same, highlight and shadow angles 
should match each other. Other combinations are possi- 





ble but let’s take things easy at first. When you have 
such negatives, examine the contact sheet and see which 
frames could be combined into one print. Cut out the 
individual frames from the contact sheets and shuflle 
them around like a jig-saw puzzle until the three pic- 
tures seem to fit as one (see photos below). Now make 
enlargements of each negative to the size that the sub- 
ject will appear on the final print. Glue them in position 
on a large piece of cardboard. Next, take tracing ‘paper 
and draw the outline of your final print. Inside this 
outline trace the main subject figures and the vertical 
or horizontal lines where each picture will join the next. 
This tracing will serve as an enlarging easel guide. It 


should look like the drawing below. 
































THEN MAKE A MULTIPLE PRINT 
ON A SINGLE PIECE OF PAPER 





You'll need a good easel in which the drawing can be 
taken out and replaced in exactly the same position a 
number of times. Position the tracing securely in your 
enlarging easel and put the first negative into the nega- 
tive carrier of the enlarger. Move the easel under the en- 
larger until the projected image matches the tracing. 
Without moving the easel, turn off the enlarger, slide the 
.tracing paper out and replace with the actual enlarging 
paper. Make the exposure while holding a piece of card- 
board over the rest of the enlarging paper. Keep the 
cardboard in motion slightly as you would when dodg- 
ing a regular print. The line between the pictures should 
not be too sharp. After exposure, take out the paper, 
mark it so that you can later replace it exactly in the 
same position in the easel, put the paper in a light-tight 
box and replace the tracing in the easel. Put the second 
negative in the negative carrier and position the easel so 

















that its projected image matches the tracing. Then re- 
place tracing paper with the same piece of enlarging 
paper used for the first exposure and make the second 
exposure. This time shield with two pieces of cardboard 
both the part of the enlarging paper already exposed 
during the first exposure and the part of the enlarging 
paper not yet exposed. Keep the cardboards moving. 
If you were to develop the paper now it would look like 
the picture top above. However, replace the tracing 
paper again, and position the easel for the third ex- 
posure. Shield the paper already exposed during the 
first two exposures. Now develop the paper. It should 
look like the picture directly above. Note that the areas 
where the pictures are joined overlap slightly. This is 
achieved by letting each image overlap a bit into the 
unexposed paper during enlargement. It’s better to 
overlap than to have a white line such as between the 
two images in the picture at very top. It’s easier to tone 
down a dark area than fill in a large light one. How do 
you now remove the dark bands between images so that 
the picture looks like one print? Turn the page and see.

AN OLD FILM size—127 roll film—is about to stage a come- 
back in a big way. While 127 has been available in many 
black-and-white emulsions and in Kodacolor, a negative 
color material, there has been no 127 transparency film. 
Now, Eastman Kodak has decided to make Ektachrome 
film in 127 rolls. 

With the issuance of a transparency film in 127 size, 
Mopern’s editors are going right to the end of the limb 
with a prediction that 127 will have a terrific impact on 
the amateur photographic scene and on the kind of camera 
coming off the design boards in the very near future. 

.But why 127 in a transparency film? Undoubtedly, the 
reason is the wide acceptance of the super-size slide. 
Normally, super-size slides are shot on 120 roll film. The 
excess film is masked off, either in the camera or after 
processing, and trimmed before mounting in a slide binder. 
A significant amount of film area is wasted. With 127 film, 
nothing is wasted. 

The film can be exposed for the 114 x 114-in. picture 
area of the super-size slide, getting twelve exposures on a 
roll. The transparencies are then mounted in binders 
without trimming. 

Slides will be returned already mounted by the proc- 
essor. Kodak is introducing a new cardboard mount for 
the 127 super-size slides. It will be somewhat heavier than 
those we’ve seen. Much of the buckling previously noted 
in super-size slides seems to have been eliminated. 

For black-and-white film .shooting, 127 film offers a 
larger negative area than does 35mm. Enlargements made 
from the square 127 negative can show appreciably better 
quality than comparable 35mm enlargements in the hands 
of competent darkroom workers. However, results ob- 
tained from the square 127 negative are not quite up to the 
quality obtainable from the larger 120 negative. In the 
opinion of several professional photographers the 127 
negative was as easy to use in the darkroom as the 244 x 24% 
negative and considerably less trouble than 35mm. 

Here’s why we think 127 will mean a new trend in 
cameras! 

In the past, 127 lost its popularity for one reason—the 
lack of a color transparency film in that size. Now Eastman 
has supplied the missing factor. 

We dug up one of the old 127 Rolleiflex cameras that 
were discontinued several years ago. The camera looks 
very much like a miniature of the standard 24% x 244 
model using 120 film. It was equipped with an f/2.8 
Xenar lens. 

Photographer Leo Stashin was asked to go out and shoot 
pictures under conditions that he normally encounters. 
Stashin is an available light specialist. This is what he told 
us after using the camera: 

“The camera performed beautifully. It’s small enough 
to be almost invisible unless (Continued on page 131) 








Brett Weston’s Assignment: 


SHOOT WITH THE 





POLAROID CAMERA! 


DR. EDWIN LAND SAID to Brett Weston: “I’m giving you 
our camera with an ulterior motive!” 
He knew that Brett would have been happier with a 


view camera on a tripod, for that’s what Weston has 


been using for many years. And it would have been 
possible to supply him with a special 4 x 5 experimental 
view camera back, employing Polaroid Land emulsions. 
But Dr. Land wanted to see how his picture-in-a-minute 
camera and film would fare when a professional pho- 
tographer attempted to get results suiting his own 
strong personal style, without benefit of special aids or 
equipment. 

So, Brett got a standard Model 110 Pathfinder camera, 
and he agreed to use it hand held, just as the average 
owner of a Polaroid Land camera would. His aim was 
to suit his own picture taste and see how far the Polaroid 
materials could suit it too; he did not want to fit his 
vision to the camera and film. After brief preliminary 
testing to gain familiarity and facility, he packed his 
Polaroid camera in with other equipment he was taking 
on a long swing around the country. 


What Weston learned 


One of Brett’s first discoveries was the importance 
of coating the Polaroid prints carefully, thoroughly, 
and immediately. The coating has several important 
functions. It serves as a physical barrier against abra- 
sion, fingerprints, and dirt. Also it seals out the air, 
protecting the print against fading and various chemical 
changes that might affect the picture in time. 

He noticed that the emulsions tended to become 
“warmer” in overall print tone the longer they were 
left uncoated, an effect particularly noticeable in hot 
weather. This, incidentally, is the first step on the road 
to fading images! 

The Polaroid materials are sensitive to temperature— 
that is, the films develop faster in hot climates, slower 
when it’s cold. Experimentally inclined amateurs may 
find that a slight change in exposure and development 
time will give better results when using the camera in 
an unaccustomed climate. 

Brett did much of his work with Type 43 film. This 
emulsion builds up contrast with increases in develop- 
ment time. So Weston found he could control values in 


the print by varying exposure-development relation- 
ships. His procedure was to expose for the highlight 
areas (depending on how bright they were supposed to 
be) and then develop until the darker tones were in the 
desired relationship to the light ones. With this control, 
he was able to get appreciable variation with a given 
subject. Thus, the manipulations of exposure-develop- 
ment relationships which he normally carried through 
all stages of negative exposure, negative development, 
print exposure, and print development, were combined 
in one brief operation. (Continued on page 131)

IT’S HERE AT LAST, a general purpose color film that 
can match the speed of most black-and-white types, that 
finally frees photographers from the handicaps of slow 
emulsions, the need for long exposures, the limitations 
on action stopping, and most of the other things that 
have cramped the use of color when the light is less

Its name is Super Anscochrome, and it’s a com- 
panion film to the regular Anscochrome marketed by 
Ansco, Binghamton, N. Y. Incidentally, Ansco will con- 
tinue to make the regular Anscochrome, which has a 
normal exposure index of 32 in daylight. So, for the 
first time you'll have a choice of film speeds within 
a single brand of color film. 

Consider what an exposure index of 100 in daylight 
means. Outdoors on a sunny day, with an average sub- 
ject, normal exposure would be 1/100 sec. at between 
f/11 and f£/16. Amazing, isn’t it? And that’s not all. 
Super Anscochrome can be “pushed” by special de- 
velopment. We found that at an exposure index of 150 
there was no noticeable loss in color quality compared 
to pictures made using the “normal” 100 index; at 
200 the color quality fell off, but not too badly. 

Super Anscochrome is being introduced in the 120 
roll and 35mm film sizes. A sheet film is bound to fol- 
low. If the 127 roll film size makes a firm comeback, 
and we think it will (see page 64), Super Anscochrome 
may well appear in that format at a later date. At pres- 
ent, only a daylight type Super Anscochrome is availa- 
ble. Certainly, there will be versions balanced for use 
with artificial light (flash, floods, etc.). 








Mind you, we have no timetable of Ansco’s inten- 
tions, but this diversification is logically to be expected. 
And we believe that by the time those various sizes and 
types are available Super Anscochrome will have left 
an historic, indelible mark on color photography— 
super-speed color film is here, to stay. 


How good is this film? 


Let’s take it for granted that Super Anscochrome is 
as fast as advertised. That’s only one aspect. What 
about the color fidelity, the contrast, the sharpness, the 
graininess, the overall ability of the film? 

Mopern’s editors had the opportunity to work with 
about 25 rolls of 120 film, from two emulsion batches, 
and a few 35mm cartridges. These were all pilot run 
production, with slight variations in color balance, 
contrast, and so on, which would normally be improved 
when film production hits full scale. 

Our experience indicates that Super Anscochrome 
has more to recommend it than mere speed. Here’s a 
summary of its characteristics, as we found them. 

Color quality: This is most important, for what good 
is a color film if the colors are poor? Super Ansco- 
chrome’s colors were very pleasing, and showed good

fidelity to those of the subjects photographed. We know 
of no color film which gives absolute fidelity, nor do 
any film manufacturers claim this. The colors in Super 
Anscochrome are just about the same as in regular 
Anscochrome. They are somewhat softer and less con- 
trasty than the colors in Kodachrome. This is particu- 
larly noticeable when parts of the subject are in deep 
shadow. Super Anscochrome holds deep shadow detail 
and color astonishingly well. In this respect, we would 
say that it is an ideal film where the final result is 
photo-mechanical reproduction, as in this magazine, 
or for making color prints. 

Sharpness and graininess: Super Anscochrome ap- 
pears to be just about as good as regular Anscochrome 
in its ability to render sharp detail. We got the im- 
pression that it showed slightly more graininess than 
regular Anscochrome exposed and processed normally 
(exposure index of 32), and perhaps showed less graini- 
ness than regular Anscochrome when the latter was 
used at an exposure index of 100 and so processed. 

Here’s an important aspect of the sharpness-graini- 
ness matter. When,our Super Anscochrome slides were 
sharply focused, little or no graininess was apparent 
in projection, nor was graininess objectionably no- 
ticeable even wheri slides were examined with a 10X 
magnifier. However, the least bit of unsharpness (due 
to bad focus or camera shake) caused the images to 
appear quite grainy, with heavy loss of detail, when 
we used the 10X magnifier. 

This side effect of unsharpness on the apparent graini- 
ness is not exclusive with Super Anscochrome. It’s true 
throughout photography. But we did find it particularly 
noticeable with this film. 


Is this a “special” film? 
We are so accustomed to thinking of “slow” color 
film that Super Anscochrome may be in danger of being 
classified as a special applications material—sort of 
a “good for someone else but not for me” attitude on 
the part of picture takers. This is wholly a misconcep- 
tion, in our opinion. We see an exposure index of 100 
as valid for color film as for black-and-white. After 
all, color films have been “slow” only because manu- 
facturers didn’t know how to make them “fast.” 

Super Anscochrome should open entirely new areas 

for color photography. It should broaden the base of 
color picture taking to include virtually any conditions 
in which black-and-white can now be used. It will 
change the idea that color pictures are something you 
shoot only outdoors; the color camera will be in your 
home and office, snapping by available light. 
. One of the interesting things about Super Ansco- 
chrome is that it is completely compatible with all the 
current processing techniques for Anscochrome. That 
means that processors now doing a good job with your 
Anscochrome slides will handle Super Anscochrome in 
exactly the same manner. 

Let’s sum up this way. We tested Super Anscochrome 
carefully, were amazed at its speed, pleased with its 
performance, thrilled by what it offered in the way of 
new fields of color photography.—JOHN WOLBARST

EFFECT ON A BUSY PICTURE EDITOR 





Do a careful spotting job on your 
prints to give them a professional 
finish. Toning is unnecessary and 
excessive retouching is taboo. 





Captions should note who, what, 
where, when, why, and how—tech- 
nical data if required. Attach with 
acetate tape, never with glue. 





Avoid using staples, paper clips. 
Editors can’t use damaged prints, 
and you’ll have to make new ones if 
you wish to submit them elsewhere.

NEW! KODAK POLYCONTRAST PAPER 
is Eastman Kodak Company’s current entry in the variable con- 
trast paper field. Contrast can be changed by projecting the 
negatives through any of seven plastic-mounted filters. Normal 
negatives require no filter. The seven filters (marked according 
to paper grades 1, 114, 2, 214, 3, 314, 4) provide changes 
in paper contrast of 14 grade each. The speed of Kodak Poly- 
contrast papers is approximately the same as Kodak Medalist. 
A second variable contrast paper, Kodak Polycontrast Rapid, 
is also available. It has the approximate speed of Kodabromide 
paper. Both papers are to be handled by the light of a Wratten 
Series OC (light amber) safelight. Kodak Dektol diluted 1:2 
is the recommended developer. The Kodak Polycontrast Filter 
Kit and lens holder costs $13.75. 


NEW! ILFORD MULTIGRADE PAPER, 
although available in Great Britain for some years, is now being 
introduced into the United States for the first time. Contrast can 
be changed by projecting the negative through a series of three 
cardboard-mounted gelatin filters. Filters are marked “Low,” 
“Medium,” and “High” for use with negatives having low, 
medium, and high contrast. For very high contrast negatives, 
no filter is used at all. Although Multigrade can be processed in 
any standard paper developer, Ilford ID-20 or FPF is recom- 
mended with an Ilford S safelight. The filter set costs $1.75. 


DU PONT VARIGAM was the only variable contrast 
paper available in the United States for many years. Paper con- 
trast is altered by projecting the negative through any of a series 
of ten plastic-mounted filters. Filters are marked 1 through 10. 
Du Pont 53-D is the recommended developer, diluted 2:1. When 
using the filters, paper speed is approximately 114 to 2 times as 
much as Du Pont Velour Black paper without filters. Du Pont 
also makes High Speed Varigam, which requires exposure times 
approximately the same as with Velour Black without filters. A 
set of five filters (Basic Set 5A) costs $5.75. A complete set of 
filters (10-C) is $11. 
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THIN NEGATIVE IS 
GOOD TEST FOR PAPERS 


The thin, underexposed negative has long 
been a printing problem with all enlarg- 
ing papers. However, variable contrast 
papers have been particularly difficult to 
use with such negatives. Many photog- 
raphers therefore stocked additional en- 
larging paper in either No. 4 or No. 5 
grade for such emergencies if they did 
their printing with variable contrast 
papers. Leo Stashin reports, however, 
that both the new Ilford Multigrade and 
Kodak Polycontrast papers performed 
amazingly with a thin, underexposed 
negative such as was used to print the 
picture at left. By using the LOW con- 
trast filter with Multigrade and No. 4 
with Polycontrast, Stashin produced two 
excellent prints nearly equal in contrast, 
tonal range, and overall quality. He 
noted however, that when Ilford Multi-. 
grade was developed in its recommended 
developer (ID-20) it produced an inter- 
esting bluish-black tone which was par- 
ticularly noticeable in the deep shadows. 
Both papers made excellent prints. The 
Kodak Polycontrast Rapid paper, how- 
ever, produced a rather muddy print with 
this thin negative. Printing time of Ilford 
paper seemed to be fractionally faster 
than Varigam; Kodak Polycontrast was 
at least twice as fast as Varigam; Poly- 
contrast Rapid twice as fast as Polycon- 
trast. Incidentally, Stashin processed all 
papers in the developers recommended 
by the manufacturers.

WHICH PAPER IS BEST? (cont.) 


WHICH PAPER IS BEST WHEN 
NEGATIVES ARE REALLY TOUGH? 


Variable contrast papers are’ much appreciated when 
you run into a negative in which you have important 
detail in both low contrast areas, such as the faces and 
clothes of the people in the picture above, and heavy, 
dense, high contrast areas like the bright lights. Here, 
different filters can be used for each area, to produce 
a print superior to that made on a single grade of 
paper. Stashin used all three Ilford filters to make a 
good print with Multigrade, and the 4, 214% and 1144 
filters with Kodak Polycontrast for a print with that 
paper. Between the two prints made on Kodak and 
Ilford paper, there was little to choose in the way of 
quality. The Multigrade again produced a blue-black 
tonal scale. The Kodak Polycontrast Rapid paper, how- 
ever, produced a slightly muddy print. Du Pont Vari- 
gam did not produce the deep blacks and clear whites 


of the Ilford and Kodak papers. The tonal scale seemed 
shorter. However, the Varigam print, with its slight 
lack of deep tones, would be excellent for magazine re- 
production where deep shadows and bright highlights 
are often hard to duplicate with fidelity. Stashin reports 
that he found the seven-filter system of Kodak easy to 
adapt to his needs since the filters gave him quite a 
variety of contrasts from which to choose. However, 
he felt the three-filter technique of Ilford offered a 
simple system which worked equally well if you allowed 
yourself enough time to get used to it. Slight changes 
in contrast between the filters can be accomplished by 
altering development times, according to Ilford. By 
shortening times, contrast increases; by prolonging de- 
velopment, contrast decreases. The manufacturer claims 
that changes up to 14 paper grade in contrast can be 
made in this manner. Stashin felt that the change in 
contrast due to development was negligible, and that 
the photographer should instead rely on the filters, 
which would give ample range of contrasts. 








NORMAL NEGATIVES PRINT WELL 
ON MANY VARIABLE PAPERS 


What’s a normal negative? If you define it as one which 
can be printed without too much difficulty on a No. 2 
contrast grade of paper, you'll find that all the variable 
contrast papers work well with normal negatives. The 
photograph above, with light streaming through doors 
and windows giving fairly even indoor illumination, 
. was made from just such a negative. The prints that 

Stashin made with Ilford Multigrade, Kodak Polycon- 
trast, and Du Pont Varigam were all quite similar. 
Small variations in contrast and tone could be seen, 
but the overall difference between the prints was not 
marked. Preference for one paper over the other would 
depend on the personal taste of the photographer. How- 
ever, the. Polycontrast Rapid paper print could be 
recognized by being slightly warmer, with less contrast 
than the other prints. Stashin recommends that the 


Polycontrast Rapid probably should be reserved for 
those professional photographers who must turn out a 
great number of average prints in a small amount of 
darkroom time. Otherwise, according to his tests, the 
slower papers made by Ilford, Kodak, and Du Pont 
give continually superior results. 

Which variable contrast paper should you use? In 
Leo Stashin’s opinion, Kodak Polycontrast and Ilford 
Multigrade produce equally excellent prints from difh- 
cult negatives, thin negatives, or normal negatives. 
Varigam paper shows up best when used with normal 
negatives, or if you are printing mostly for reproduc- 
tion in magazines or newspapers. Ilford paper has a 
blue-black tone, while the Kodak paper has a straight 
black tonal scale similar to Medalist paper. Possibly 
Kodak Polycontrast Rapid paper should be restricted 
to use only when speed is of prime importance. Initial 
cost of filters is least with Ilford, but the Kodak filters 
may possibly give you more in-between contrast from 
which to choose.

Posed in an awkward, unnatural 
shuffle, dog, left, reminds you 
of the deformed, medieval court 
fool whose function was to 
amuse; Rolleiflex. Daughter 
swoops down from space as if 
riding sky hooks, above; Ehr- 
lich used Canon at low angle, 
carefully framing scene. 


What is different about a picture of a child on a swing, or a dog on its hind legs 
at the beach? Haven’t we seen similar shots dozens, if not hundreds, of times. 
Yes, but note that word similar! Subject matter seldom really changes. It always 
seems to lie within the usual categories: people, pets, landscapes, the so-called 
“abstract” designs, etc. There is a difference here, however, in Aaron Ehrlich’s 
work, and it comes simply from the way in which the idea in each situation was 
conceived, and then recorded. 

In the case of the picture above, the peculiar, un-childish expression that 
was caught, the photographer’s choice of angle and way of framing the scene 
so that the chains of the swing seem to come right down from the sky, the 
exposure for the child that rendered the background housetops mysterious 
and somewhat eerie on a bright overcast day—these are distinguishing marks. 

The dog picture, at left, was partly a lucky break. Not every dog will dance 
on its back legs. But here, photographed from the rear so that its front legs 
seem amputated, and from a low angle, this one has a comic, yet pathetic, 
clown-like air. The massive shining chain is a (Continued on page 116) 





“I TRIED IT MYSELF” 


WHY CROP? Why crop indeed, if a full negative is a self-contained 
and balanced unit! But crop away if only part of the negative can 
produce an interesting print, or if by including one or two elements 
you can make a more compelling picture. Hand and cat, directly be- 
low, were produced from a 214 square negative—you can see just by 
the shape of the final print that much has been eliminated to tantalize 
the viewer with the two curious side-lighted forms. It is preferable, 
where possible, to do your cropping in the viewfinder. But many a 
mediocre picture has been saved by judicious use of a visual paring 
knife.

9 WAYS TO ADD 
SNAP TO YOUR 
SMM MOVIES 






Lens testing chart can be made by pasting up newspaper 
headlines on a flat board. If your films show poor results 
at some f-numbers, this kind of chart can serve as a means 
for checking all openings. Be sure to mount your camera 
on a tripod for the test. 


Long-range scenic shots can be improved by filming 
prominent object in foreground. The sharper appear- 
ance of the tree helps to spark up the rather vague moun- 
tains in the background. Don’t use too much screen time 
for extra-long shots with little movement. 





Side lighting here adds contrast to a scene. The added 
contrast helps to make your film appear sharper. Flat- 
lighted subjects must depend upon color in the scene to 
supply contrast. Back lighting is another way to give 
films impact, by introducing dramatic silhouette.

Exposure can make or break a film. In a shot like this, 
where shadow detail is important and highlights domi- 
nate, expose for subject’s face. If difference between 
highlight and shadow reading isn’t too great, a compro- 
mise exposure may be possible. 




















IF YOU'VE BEEN shooting 8mm movies and the results 
have been less than impressive, don’t blame it on the 
film. A lot of amateur movie makers just toss in the 
towel, feeling that good quality on 8mm is almost im- 
possible. They blame the small frame size. 

There’s no denying that 8mm imposes certain limi- 
tations. But good, snappy 8mm footage can be had 
with just a small amount of effort. 

First, let’s take a quick look at the elements involved 
in making movies: 

1. Equipment: Your camera has to be in good shape 
if it is to perform at its best. 

2. Technique: Unless you apply the right methods, 
the best movie material goes to waste. 

3. Projection: Shoot the finest film in the world and 
then project it poorly, and the quality will be lost. 

4. You: In the final analysis, the man behind the 





Often, a poor projection lens can cause edges of picture 
to go out of focus. If edges can be brought into focus, 
but center focus is lost in the adjustment, either the lens 
or film gate is at fault. Check to see if film lies flat in gate. 
It’s a good idea to clean film gate regularly. 





‘Shooting action is often an excuse for. panning. The re- 
sult can be jumpy or blurry screen images. Instead of 
panning, try finding a spot where the action comes toward 
you and the camera can be kept motionless. If you must 
pan, do it as slowly as you can. 





camera is the key to producing good home movies. 

With these four points in mind we’ve gathered to- 
gether nine ideas that we think will help you improve 
your films. Actually, no special effort is needed to put 
any or all of these suggestions into practice. More than 
likely you are already doing some of these things. You 
may find the answer to a particular problem among 
the other suggestions. 


1. Shoot more close-ups 


Have you ever seen vacation movies where huge 
vistas are digested in one big bite? Somehow, the films 
rarely come off effectively. The color is kind of mud- 
dled, there’s little detail, and the static quality of the 
scenes is somewhat boring. More often than not they 
occupy entirely too much screen time. Sure, those 
scene-establishing shots are necessary. But cutting in 
a close-up of someone looking intently at the scenery 
adds a change of pace and the kind of detail missing 
in the long shot. 

But let’s get closer to home. For example, shooting 
your youngster riding down the street on his bicycle 
can be pepped up considerably by filming a close-up 
of his expression. 

However, there are ways to add punch to long shots. 
Include a prominent foreground object, like a tree at 
one side of the frame, as in the photo, bottom left, 
page 86. Another method is to shoot with a telephoto 
lens, taking in less of the subject, but breaking the 
shot into several scenes which cover the whole area. 
Remember, too, a close-up of a wave breaking on the 
shore is more impressive than a shot of the whole 
coastline. 


2. Watch your exposures 


Overexposed film tends to look less sharp than that 
which is properly exposed. Getting the right exposure 
can be as simple as reading the instructions that come 
with every spool of film. That slip of paper contains a 
variety of exposures keyed to general lighting situations. 

A more accurate way to judge exposure is to use a 
light meter. However, the meter must be used properly. 
The reading for a long shot may differ from one for 
a close-up of the same scene. If you were shooting a 
long shot of a child sitting on a green lawn in bright 
sunlight, probably the setting would be around £/5.6 
or £/8. But a close-up of the child’s face in direct sun- 
light might call for a setting of f/11, because the lawn 
reflects less light than the face. 

Often, you may find yourself shooting where high- 
lights and shadows are intermixed. There are at least 
two approaches you can take. Move your subject into 
the shadow or into the highlight, thus simplifying 
things. If this isn’t possible, take a reading for both 
highlight and shadow and use an average exposure. If 
in doubt, it’s always wise to lean slightly toward un- 
derexposure when shooting color film. 


3. Proper lighting 
The first thing a movie maker learns is to shoot with 
the sun at his back, so that it (Continued on page 108)

falls directly on the subject. The same 
theory has been transferred indoors, 
where the camera is mounted on a bar- 
light and the light hits the subject from 
the direction of the camera. 

This flat lighting is safe, sure—and 
rather dull. It has at least one draw- 
back in that subjects are uncomfortable 
and likely to squint into the camera. In 
addition, any contrast in the scene must 
be supplied by color. 

Try side lighting. The shadows ere- 
ated by light coming from the side of 
the subject and at an angle to the cam- 
era add visual interest. This contrast 
between light and shadow can result in 
an appearance of increased image sharp- 
ness in your movies. 

Back lighting (the light comes from 
behind the subject) used to be taboo. 
But movie makers have found that it 
can add dramatic feeling to dull footage. 
Make sure that the light doesn’t hit di- 
rectly into the lens. For a silhouette 
effect, expose for the highlighted por- 
tions of the scene. 


4. Keep that camera steady 


Camera movement is the culprit re- 
sponsible for ruining many, many feet 
of well-exposed, nicely composed, in- 
teresting footage. The screen image 
seems fuzzy, or tends to jerk up and 
down. 

Your camera must be solidly sup- 
ported during filming. 

The best way to support it is on a 
tripod. Camera movement is more 
noticeable with longer than normal focal 
length lenses. So, once you start shoot- 
ing with a telephoto, a tripod is a must. 

Cameras equipped with a normal or 
wide-angle lens can be supported on any 
solid surface. Even hand holding is per- 
missible, provided you brace your feet 
and keep your elbows well into your 
body for maximum steadiness. 

To pan or not to pan? Following 
action or moving the camera to encom- 
pass a large scene is a tricky business 
and best avoided unless absolutely 
necessary. If-you must pan to follow a 
fast moving action, keep the pan as slow 
as possible. Practice panning with an 
empty camera. Once you think you are 
moving slowly enough—move even more 
slowly. When in doubt, don’t pan. In- 
stead, break up the scene into several 
connecting shots. 


5. Filters 


One or two filters in your gadget bag 
can do wonders for your color filming. 
A good filter to have is an Eastman 
Kodak 85A, which permits you to use 
Type A Kodachrome (designed for 
tungsten light) outdoors in sunlight. 

That bluish cast you may have noticed

in film exposed on a hazy day can be 
eliminated to some extent by using a 
haze filter. An Ansco ultraviolet or 
Kodak Series 81 (an 81A or 81B is 
suggested) filter helps where a really 
large amount of ultraviolet light is pres- 
ent. Check to see if the filter has a fac- 
tor number. If it does, you must use a 
larger lens opening, in accordance with 
instructions, in order to compensate for 
the filter. 


6. Check your lenses 


No lens is a bargain if it doesn’t take 
good movies. While most of the normal 
lenses we’ve seen for 8mm movie making 
give acceptable results at £/5.6 or f/8, 
some of them fall down badly at the 
larger openings of f/4 or greater. If you 
have reservations about any of your 
lenses, it might be a good idea to test 
them. 

A simple test chart can be constructed 
from newspaper headline and body 
type pasted on a flat board, as in the 
photo, top left, page 86. Two floodlights 
or a barlight can be used for illumina- 
tion. The farther from the board you 
place the lights, the more the diaphragm 
will have to be opened. Start by moving 
the lights back to a point where you get 
a meter reading corresponding to the 
largest opening of your lens. Measure 
off the distance between camera and 
board with a tape measure and adjust 
the focusing ring. After filming enough 
footage to permit ample time for study 
during projection, move the lights in 
closer—for a reading equal to the next 
f-number on your lens—and shoot again. 
Continue to shoot until the entire range 
of f-numbers has been covered. If the 
exposures have been properly made and 
the lens is a good one, the lettering will 
be acceptably sharp at all openings. 


7. Watch your focus 


Fixed focus lenses require a slightly 
diffegent approach. There is usually a 
minimum focusing distance for each lens 
opening. Your camera manual will give 
the exact figure. Often the distance is 
engraved on the lens barrel next to the 
f-number. In testing, set the camera at 
those distances. 

If you have a fixed focus lens, you 
may have been depending on its ability 
to render a sharp image of objects at 
a minimum distance to infinity. Actu- 
ally, the lens has been prefocused at the 
factory for a distance between 10 and 
15 ft. Thus, the zone of sharp focus is 
not the same at all openings. Learn the 
limitations of the lens and take care to 
stay within them. 

One way to assure accurately focused 
pictures is to use the hyperfocal dis- 
tance of the lens. When the lens is

focused at its hyperfocal distance, every- 
thing from one-half the hyperfocal dis- 
tance of a particular f-number to infinity 
will be in focus. For example, the hyper- 
focal distance of a 25mm lens at f/4 is 
21 ft. If you set the focusing ring at 21 
ft., everything from 101% ft. to infinity 
will be in focus. 


8. Your projection equipment 


Shoot the finest footage in the world 
and project it improperly and you can 
expect a poor showing. 

Clean your film gate regularly. Bits 
of emulsion and dirt are bound to gather 
and result in annoying streaks on the 
screen. 

You may have noted that your pro- 
jected image is a bit out of focus at the 
corners, while remaining sharp in the 
center. Refocus the lens for the corners, 
and note whether the center now goes 
out of focus. If that happens, you can 
be certain that the film is sharp. Some- 
thing is wrong with the projection lens, 
or the film is not being held properly flat 
in the gate. 


9. Show them right 


Seating arrangement of the audience 
is important. A good plan is to seat the 
nearest spectator no more than half the 
distance from the projector to the 
screen. In fact, the farther back your 
audience sits, the sharper will appear 
the screen image. 

Blowing your pictures up giant size 
may, at first thought, be a good idea— 
especially for large audiences. But re- 
member, any flaws in the film will be 
magnified in proportion to the size of 
the image. A good screen size is one 
with a horizontal measurement of about 
five feet. 

In the final analysis, the quality of 
your 8mm films will be dependent on 
the amount of care and technique you 
exercise in making them. A well-made 
film is something worth seeing time 
after time. A badly shot film is some- 
thing you may look at once when it 
comes back from processing—and then 
hide in some dark corner of the closet.

they are the very life and fiber of ex- 
perimentalism in the arts. We do not 
understand how one can arbitrarily 
separate from the artist’s vision the 
physical means by which he sets it 
before us. 

Some years ago the Museum of Mod- 
ern Art, and Mr. Steichen, devoted an 
evening to experimental movies, in 
which every conceivable photographic, 
optical, and physical “trick” was pulled 
off in front of the camera, in the cam- 
era, and during and after processing. 
In one wonderful film, no camera at all 
was used. The net result of all this 
was marvelous. If such techniques are 
valid for cinema, why are they less so 
for still color photography ? 

We believe that it is not the tech- 
nique used which determines whether 
or not the picture is a “trick” or a 
worthwhile piece of experimentalism 
—it is the photographic result that 
counts, and it is on that basis that the 
viewer must decide the value of the 
picture. 

Considered photographically, we 
found a large part of Mr. Steichen’s 
display disappointing. True, he had 
work of outstanding quality and vigor 
by Ernst Haas, Harry Callahan, Roman 
Vishniac, and William Grigsby. But 
for the rest of his selection it seemed 
to us that he had drawn from too nar- 
row a spectrum. There was much that 
appeared, to this viewer, to be medi- 
ocre, or just plain dull and imitative. 

We were struck by his photogra- 
phers’ preoccupation with static forms, 
and patterns formed by flotsam, de- 
cay, and destruction by-products. We 
have nothing against well-done work 
of this type, but is this the horizon 
limit of what should be our most dar- 
ing and wide-seeing group of photog- 
raphers ? 

We doubt that it is. But if such lim- 
its are given status and credence by 
people in Mr. Steichen’s position, we 
are afraid that centripetal forces may 
crush and stifle a still delicate move- 
ment in photography that we would 
like to see become centrifugal, even 
explosive.—JOHN WOLBARST

startling visual contrast to the black 
coat where detail has been eliminated by 
exposure for the overall scene. And the 
blurred sand, where the dog moved its 
left foot so quickly that the motion was 
not stopped by the shutter speed, gives 
the animal an odd little shuffle. 

What sets the creative photographer 
apart from the roaring mill of snap- 
shooters is that his pictures transmit his 
ideas directly. And these should be clear 
in his mind before an exposure is even 
made. That clarification includes his ap- 
proach to the situation—what he will 
bring to it, artistically and technically, 
to give it original form and overtones of 
meaning. The clarification is not neces- 
sarily complete with every exposure, of 
course. For there are the factors of film 
processing, printing, and cropping the 
final print which can alter the factual 
event that occurred when the shutter 
was fired. Yet experience of past picture- 
making, plus foresight—and yes, hope— 
do combine in a kind of photographic 
Gestalt. When these forces interact, a 
different picture is born. 

Originality without obscurity is Aaron 
Ehrlich’s business. A highly trained and 
experienced painter, designer, art di- 
rector, he has been close to the form- 
idea combine for many years. In tele- 
vision, where he works professionally as 
Production Consultant for Edward 
Murrow’s “Person to Person” show, 
visual form must come across to the 
audience. Ehrlich’s “picture window” 
device, the show’s trademark, which is 
the technique of interviewing people at 
remote places and making them appear 
on the spot with Murrow, is a case in 
point. In visualizing the idea in detail, 
Ehrlich had a running start on its in- 
vention and perfection. 

A greying, high-strung veteran of TV, 
Ehrlich, a New Yorker, still paints and 
does free-lance design when time per- 
mits. And he constantly takes pictures 
even when time does not permit. Though 
photography is something of an ob- 
session, he regards the camera as a 
functional tool (rather than a fetish) 
with which he can work out his prolific 
ideas. Consisting of a Rolleiflex (which 
he uses only occasionally) and a Canon 
V (which is usually with him), Ehrlich’s 
gear, as he calls it, is simple. He has not 
yet acquired the usual clutter of acces- 
sory equipment, and probably won't. 

As to processing, films and negatives 
are reluctantly sent out to a professional 
lab. Reluctantly, because he knows only 
too well the importance of working 
closely with the picture from exposure 
to final print. If, in the frenzied world 
of television, time ever permits, he in- 
tends to set up complete darkroom 
facilities. There, at first hand, he will 
follow each new idea to perfection.—». J.

the YOUNG 
photographer 


by HARRY A. GOLDSTEIN, APSA 


Play ball through the viewfinder 
—some suggestions for catching 
action on the baseball diamond. 


The pitcher un- 
winds and the 
ball flies from his 
hand. The batter 
swings at the 
white’ streak. 
There is a sharp 
sound of wood 
meeting ball, and 
he is off like the 
wind toward first 
base. In the mean- 

time, the ball is thrown to the first 
baseman. Both the ball and the batter 
race toward the base. Was he safe or 
out? Your camera can hold the 
answer. 

Taking good baseball pictures is not 
difficult, if you follow certain pro- 
cedures and are alert at all times. Go 
back for a moment to the play you 
just read about. To the impartial pho- 
tographer, it doesn’t really matter if 
the man was safe or out. The main 
point is: did he catch on film the 
excitement and the close race between 
the man and the ball on their way to 
first base? 

Good pictures can be taken at any 
point on the baseball diamond; how- 
ever, some points see more action than 
others. At first base more exciting 
moments will occur than at any other 
place. The next most important spot 
is third base, then home plate. 


Make sure you have insurance 
The baseball photographer can 
never tell at the start of the game if 
it is going to be a pitcher’s battle or if 
the batters are going to have a holi- 
day. Hence, the first thing he does is 
to obtain a few “insurance pictures.” 
These are pictures he can use if he 
doesn’t get anything worth while from 
the game. A good example is a picture 
of coach and pitcher talking together. 
Or a photograph of the leading batter 
of either team swinging his bat at the 


ball. Some very unusual pictures have . 


been taken as ball and bat met. If 
you are quick, and have a camera that 
both advances the film and cocks the 
shutter, you may even get a second 
picture as the batter drops his bat and 
starts to run. 

If the batter hits right handed, 
select a spot behind the screen about 
20 feet away on the side teward first 
base. Remember, a baseball game can 
be not only exciting, but dangerous. In 
fact, safety is an important considera- 
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tion in taking good baseball pictures. 
Never take a chance by standing in a 
spot where you are in a direct line be- 
hind a baseman. 


Action-——diamond and darkroom 
Before going on to cover the other 
parts of the baseball diamond, let us 
talk about how to take baseball action 
pictures. You have a choice of panning 
with your camera to catch the action 
of baseball or runner, or you can hold 
it steady and shoot straight. Try both 
techniques. Not too many plays are 
so close that you will catch the runner 
making his last step and the ball just 
at the tip of the first baseman’s glove. 
Try to get the really close plays; how- 
ever, if your negative shows the 
runner just about to step on the base 
and the ball is not on the negative, do 
not throw that negative away! It can 
often be made into an exciting picture 
just by introducing a ball a few inches 
away from the first baseman’s glove. 
This can be done quite easily in various 
ways. Some professional photogra- 
phers use a soft lead pencil and draw 
a spot on the enlarging paper. After 
the exposure has been made, rub off 
the pencil marks with your finger 
while the photograph is developing. 

Another way is to use the red dye 
called New Coccine, an Ansco product. 
Just put a small spot of this dye on 
your negative and enlarge as usual. 
If you do not want to invest in New 
Coccine, you can use the red-orange 
dye powder that comes with oleo- 
margarine. Dilute this powder in small 
bottles of various strengths. 

The easiest way to introduce a ball 
into your picture is to get a small 
hand punch. Cut a hole out of paper 
and use the small cutout circle in the 
proper spot on your enlargement. Keep 
your picture accurate and true. If the 
runner was safe, do not make a photo- 
graph with the ball just inches from 
the glove and the runner a stride away 
from the base! 

To take high-speed action photos in 
baseball, use the fastest speed on your 
camera. We shoot baseball action 
photos at 1/1000 sec. at f/8. We use a 
high-speed film with an exposure 
index of 200 daylight, 160 tungsten. As 
most of the action is more than 25 
feet away, we use no flashbulbs or 
electronic flash as fill-in light. In order 
to bring out the shadow detail of the 
picture, we use New Coccine red dye 
on the shadows in the negative. I 
strongly recommend that you buy a 
bottle of New Coccine.

When covering the action at first or 
third base, choose a spot about 25 feet 
past the base going out toward the 
field. If the day is quite dark or cloudy, 
use your exposure meter. I like to take 
my readings off the grass. Do not 
guess your exposure; be sure. 

Plays that show the runner sliding 
into third base are interesting. Also be 
alert to dash toward home plate. 


Don’t forget the grandstand 


Take some pictures of the crowd. 
There is always someone in the crowd 
who yells, “Kill the umpire!” Take his 
picture, as he is usually a character 
and looks it! 

In taking a picture of one of the 
players, have him pose in a position 
typical of what he does during the 
game. Have. the sun at a 45-degree 
angle on his face, and a No. 25-or 5 
flashbulb fill-in light on the camera. 
Most of our pictures of this type are 
taken at a distance of six feet and shot 
at f/32 at 1/200 sec. using a film with 
an exposure index of 200. We do not 
worry about graininess in our pictures 
for the simple reason that you can- 
not see grain in photographs that are 
published on newsprint. 

In order to take a picture of the 
entire baseball team we place them in 
two rows, the first row sitting on a 
bench, and the second row standing be- 
hind them. The group is seated so that 
the sun strikes their faces at a 45- 
degree angle. We place a No. 2 or 22 
flashbulb at a distance of 18 feet from 
the center of the group. Now when we 
take the picture the light from the 
flashbulb shines on one side of the ball 
players’ faces as a fill-in light while 
the sun is illuminating the other side 
of their faces. This type of lighting is 
called synchro-sun and flash lighting, 
or balanced lighting. 

Shooting baseball pictures at night 
would present approximately the same 
problems of exposure as_ shooting 
night football pictures. (See October 
1956 column, “How to Cover Foot- 
ball Games.’’)

Two outstanding new developers 
shown were: UFG, an ultra-power- 
ful, fine grain formula for use with 
very fast films; Edwal Fine Grain 
Concentrate #2, an improved ver- 
sion of a highly concentrated soup 
for all films except the very fast. 

Aristo Model B cold light unit, 
which is made to fit many enlargers, 
now requires no warmup period. 

There were three other 8mm roll 
film cameras. The Emel features a 
backwind and a true zoom finder. 
The Bauer 88E, with coupled light 
meter and lens, is another version 
of the 88B, with a focusing mount 
permitting shooting as close as 8 in.

gret previous ones,” to quote the club 
bulletin. Smart people up there in 
Schenectady. 


Make a light box 

Ah, those cardboard strips with nu- 
merals—how they do slow up the scor- 
ing of color slides! Judges hold up the 
slips at cockeyed angles over their 
shoulders, and in the dim light of slide- 
projection, only a cat or an owl can 
read those numerals quickly. So Lee 
Hon, president of the Metropolitan 
Stereo Club of New York, has abol- 
ished this nuisance. He got five card- 
board boxes, 4 x 4 x 6 inches, left one 
side open, rigged a tiny light bulb in 
each box, cut a slit at the top of the 
box. Judges stick numbered cardboard 
into slit, light shines on numeral, scor- 
ers see numerals clearly, announce 
total score rapidly. Idea not patented— 
go ahead and make some lighted boxes 
for your club. 


Special contests add spice 


Monthly contests every club has, 
and sometimes it spices up the pro- 
gram to run some special contests, per- 
haps in connection with field trips or a 
local event. The Jamaica Camera Club 
of Jamaica, N. Y., made a trip to a 
specific block, in which, or from which, 
members were to shoot pictures. The 
subject matter did not have to be on 
the block, but the camera did. That 
same Schenectady club had a similar 
idea, a Twenty-Five Mile Contest for 
pictures taken within a radius of 25 
miles of their city. 

A costume party held at your club 
can well be the subject of such a con- 
test. The Chicago Color Slide Club had 
a costume party on February 23, but 
did not limit the costumes to lace-ruf- 
fled, George Washington style clothes. 
You’d have to rent a George W. outfit, 
but a bed sheet suitably draped would 
make a toga for any stately guy who 
fancied himself as Julius Caesar. As 
for Cleopatra, leave it to the brunette 
lady members to figure out something 
slinky, with hefty necklaces and 
slanted eyebrows. You can no doubt 
think of suitable prizes for the “best 
pictures” taken at the party, although 
the choice would be: tough for the 
judges. 

Many clubs have found that their 
newer members, who may not have an 
enlarger, like small-print contests. The 
Stamford Camera Club, Stamford, 
Conn., has a Small Print Sweepstakes 
—no print larger than 8 x 10, un- 
mounted—no toning or finagling be- 
yond suitable cropping and spotting. 


Auctions and scavenger hunts 
An annual auction of surplus photo 
equipment brought in by the members 
is a favorite shindig with many clubs. 
Some of them keep ten percent of the 
proceeds to buy the club some new

darkroom items or studio lights. Much 
depends on the gift of gab of the auc- 
tioneer. The Greater Lynn Camera 
Club of Lynn, Mass., chose their mem- 
ber Jack Sheehan—a “glib salesman 
who could sell fire insurance to 
sharks,” or so says their bulletin. He 
was so eloquent that they added $29 
to their projector fund. 

This same club has a lot of fun with 
scavenger hunts, which I believe are 
based on almost impossible assign- 
ments, such as getting a picture of 
yourself riding a hook-and-ladder 
wagon from the Fire Department. 
Their member Bob Bowers made out 
all right when he persuaded the De- 
partment to back a large piece of 
equipment into the street so he could 
get his shot. He also induced the su- 
pervisor at the telephone exchange to 
line up her operators and let him 
choose the prettiest. A fine, cooperative 
city is Lynn, Mass. 


Spare that projectionist! 

A good many clubs lament the clum- 
siness of members who mount their 
slides with bungled tape that sticks 
in the projector, or put the dot in the 
wrong place.

Turned upside down, the dot is 
then at the upper right corner and the 
operator gets it into the projector cor- 
rectly.

someone actually knows beforehand that 
you are shooting. You simply hold it 
casually, glance down in the ground 
glass and shoot when you have the shot.” 

The “baby” Rolleiflex compares in 
size with a 35mm. In fact, its total bulk 
is less than that of some 35mm cameras. 

It seems that Franke & Heidecke, 
manufacturers of the Rolleiflex, have the 
same notion about the possibilities of the 
revitalized 127. A modernized version of 
the “baby” Polleiflex will be available. 
(For full details see page 46) 

In addition, Eastman is introducing 
an inexpensive, box-type camera which 
will accept the new film and incorporat- 
ing a modified Light Value System. 

Other manufacturers have already 
shown interest in the 127 size. One of 
the main reasons for the interest, aside 
from the color film motivation, is the 
existence of lenses that can be adapted 
to eye-level 127 cameras without im- 
portant changes in optical design. Many 
of the lenses used for 35mm cameras are 
certain to be found on future 127 cam- 
eras using the square format. 

Summing it all up, this is how we see 
it: a new size that will fall between 
35mm and 214 x 214. Super-size slides 
without waste. And finally, the birth of 
a new class of cameras.—M. A. MATZKIN 





WESTON AND POLAROID 
(Continued from page 66) 


For most situations, with subjects of 
average contrast, Brett found that one 
minute development produced satis- 
factory results. However, with low con- 
trast scenes he sometimes developed for 
two or two and a half minutes. Very ex- 
tended development causes a “gilding” 
effect to take place in the black areas of 
Polaroid prints. However, this has no ill 
effect on the print, nor does it show up 
in copies or engravings. 

All Weston’s work was done without 
tripod. However, since the films he was 
using had a very high speed, exposures 
could still be sufficiently short, so he was 
not troubled by camera movement. 

After his work with the Polaroid, 
Weston wrote (perhaps with a faint 
touch of surprise) that he had been 
“deeply impressed with its potential 
and results.”—DODY WARREN
